had no Traffick with other Countries, and neither 
fent them our Commodities, nor took any from them, 
we lived upon the Produce of our own Soil and La- 
bour, by which Means! all the Neceffaries of Life 
were cheap and in great Plenty, none could want, 
fince the Rich had no other Way of difpofing of 
their Superfluities, but in Hofpitality and Charity. 
But when we came to import great Quantities of

It is 
the higheft Imprudence in.us, to confume fuch great 
Quantities of foreign Commodities, at a Time when 
we have a large Demand of another Kind upon us,
